Diverse  Asian  American  groups 
will  gather  for  ‘Unity  Dinner*

‘Violence  Against 
Asian  Americans’  is 
topic  of  conference 
at  Boston  College 

“Violence  Against  Asian 
Americans”  will  be  the  focus  of 
the  fifth  National  Asian  Pacific 
American  Law  Students  Assoc¬ 
iation  (NAPALSA)  conference  to 
be  hosted  by  Boston  College  Law 
School  in  Newton  Oct.  25  to  27. 

Participating  in  the  confer¬ 
ence  will  be  representatives 
from  numerous  community,  civ¬ 
ic  and  legal  organizations  from 
around  the  country. 

On  Friday,  a  plenary  session 
will  be  held  for  NAPALSA 
members  only.  On  Saturday, 
several  panel  presentations  and 
workshops  will  be  held  for  the 
public. 

Sunday  will  be  “Law  Day,” 
devoted  to  encouraging  Asian 
Americans  to  pursue  law  ca¬ 
reers. 

Saturday’s  programs  will  ad¬ 
dress  the  violence  theme,  with 
historical  background  on  the 
U.S.  status  of  Asian  Americans 
and  Southeast  Asian  refugees, 
regional  updates  on  cases  of 
violence,  and  a  look  at  responses 
of  other  minorities  (most  notably 
blacks  and  Hispanics)  to  vio¬ 
lence  directed  against  them. 

The  workshops  will  focus  on 
“coalition  building,”  to  mobil¬ 
ize  communities  to  confront 
concerns  such  as  violence,  and 
on  the  media  —  primarily  on  the 
mainstream  media’s  role  and 
effect,  in  creating  and  reinforcing 
negative  stereotypes. 

The  goals  of  these  workshops 
will  be  to  formulate  response 
strategies  that  can  be  implemen¬ 
ted  by  the  participants. 

Boston  College  Law  School 
Dean  Daniel  Coquillette  said  it  is 
“particularly  appropriate”  that 
NAPALSA  has  chosen  the  school 
as  the  site  for  the  conference. 
Boston  College  is  one  of  the 
leading  law  schools  in  the 
country  in  minority  recruitment, 
with  a  25  percent  minority 
enrollment  in  its  first-year  class, 
including  17  Asian  Americans, 
he  said.

Massachusetts  Governor 
Michael  S.  Dukakis  and  Dela¬ 
ware  Lieutenant  Governor  S.B. 
Woo  will  join  representatives 
from  a  wide-ranging  group  of 
area  Asian  American  organiza¬ 
tions  in  Natick  next  month  for  a 
ceremonial  “United  Asian 
American  Dinner.” 

Dukakis  will  address  the 
dinner,  which  is  expected  to  be 
attended  by  some  400  people,  at 
6:30 p.m.  on  Sat.,  Nov.  16  in  the 
Grand  Ballroom  of  the  Natick 
Hilton  Inn. 

Woo,  the  keynote  speaker, 
will  be  honored  as  one  of  the 
highest  ranking  Asian  American 
politicians  in  the  United  States. 

General  chairman  and  organi¬ 
zer  Larry  Yu-Chi  Ho  said  the 
Asian  American  organizations 
involved  hope  to  use  the  event 
‘  ‘to  demonstrate  that  we  are  all 
working  together  and  to  affirm 
our  common  heritage  and  re¬ 
solve.” 

“Lots  of  people  talked  about 
this  kind  of  thing  before,”  he 
said.  “It  is  important  Asian 
Americans  stress  this  kind  of 
unity  since  we  are  so  small  in 
numbers.” 

Ho  said  the  governor  has 
shown  an  interest  in  Asian 


American  affairs  over  the  years: 
“We  want  Dukakis  to  see  all  of 
the  Asian  American  groups  out 
there....  We  want  him  to  know 
he  should  pay  attention  to  us,” 
be  said. 

Ho,  a  Harvard  University 
engineering  and  mathematics 
professor  and  New  England 
chapter  president  of  the  Organi¬ 
zation  of  Chinese  Americans, 
said  that  once  Woo  agreed  to 
speak  in  Boston  he  became  a 
catalyst  in  attracting  a  wide 
range  of  Asian  Americans  to  the 
dinner. 

The  lieutenant  governor’s 
unique  rise  in  politics  is  “inspi¬ 
rational,”  Ho  said. 

Woo’s  narrow  win  in  1984 
over  Republican  candidate  Bat¬ 
tle  R.  Robinson  was  his  first 
major  political  victory  —  an 
exceptionally  rapid  climb  toward 
the  top,  and  particularly  so  in  a 
state  that  is  only  0.2  percent 
Asian  American. 

Tli e political  ‘novice,’  who  left 
Shanghai  with  his  family  in  1949 
following  China’s  civil  war,  is 
also  a  professor  of  physics  at  the 
University  of  Delaware. 

Following  the  dinner,  he  will 
stay  in  Boston  to  participate  in  a 
symposium  on  minority  issues 


Ch  in  atown  ’  s  campaign 

against  prostitution  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  will  shift  to  a  higher 
gear  on  Oct.  28  when  residents 
and  community  activists  take  to 
the  streets  in  a  major  protest 
rally  to  draw  wider  city  attention 
and  support. 

Rally  organizers,  who  call 
themselves  the  “Chinatown  Ac¬ 
tion  for  Community  Control,” 
are  expecting  at  least  100  area 
residents  to  participate  in  the 
protest  against  what  is  seen  as 
an  urgent  and  growing  problem 
in  the  neighborhood. 

The  rally  will  convene  at  the 
corner  of  Beach  Street  and 
Harrison  Avenue,  in  front  of 
Shawmut  Bank,  at  5  p.m. 
Organizers  last  week  said  they 
were  still  thinking  about  asking 
for  city  permission  to  march 
through  the  streets  of  China¬ 
town’s  business  district. 

Ostensibly  staged  to  take 
place  just  a  few  days  before 
Boston  City  Council  elections, 
the  rally  should  attract  several 
local  politicians,  including  in¬ 
cumbent  city  councilors  and 
their  opponents  on  the  Nov.  5 
ballots. 

Ken  Yee,  a  Tai  Tung  Village 
resident  who  is  co-chairing  the 
organizing  group,  said  invita¬ 
tions  will  also  be  extended  to 
other  city  leaders  — ^  among 
them  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn 
and  former  mayoral  candidate 
Mel  King. 

Those  politicians  who  support 
a  list  of  demands  endorsed  by 
about  50  community  members  at 
an  Oct.  15  meeting  will  be  asked 
to  address  the  rally,  Yee  said. 

The  list  of  demands  calls  for 
Flynn  to  move  the  Combat 
Zone’s  strip  joints  and  adult 
bookstores  to  a  non-residential 
area  and  to  give  Chinatown 
residents  a  voice  in  what  re¬ 
places  them. 

It  also  calls  for  the  City  to 
change  the  traffic  pattern  of 
streets  in  Chinatown  to  prevent 
“johns”  from  easily  cruising 
the  area  in  search  of  prostitutes 
or  pimps  and  to  improve  street 
lighting  to  discourage  illicit 
activities  in  the  neighborhood. 

Speaking  at  the  meeting, 
Michael  Liu,  a  vocal  community 
activist  who  lives  in  the  South 
End,  said  it  is  “unrealistic”  to 
expect  Chinatown  to  gain  total 
control  of  re-development  in  the 
red  light  district  should  it  be 
moved  or  eliminated  by  the  City. 

But,  like  others  in  the  action 
group,  Liu  said  he  would  like  the

Lam 
will  continue  editing  the  Chinese 
Edition  of  the  paper  until  a 
replacement  is  found. 

The  holder  of  an  M.A.  degree 
in  journalism  from  Ohio  State 
University,  Lam  joined  The 
SAMPAN  in  April  1983  as  the 
paper’s  first  full-time  Chinese 


area  to  become  what  Chinatown 
is  now  —  a  mix  of  small  shops, 
restaurants  and  living  quarters 
owned  by  local  working-class 
residents. 

“We  don’t  want  to  clear  it  out 
and  let  Tufts  (University)  take 
over,  or  let  LaFayette  (Hotel) 
take  over,”  said  Liu.  “We  want 
to  let  people  know  that  if  this 
area  is  up  for  grabs,  we  should 
have  a  say  in  it.” 

Those  latest  demands,  coupl¬ 
ed  with  the  action  group’s  recent 
widely  publicized  vigilante-type 
street  patrols  against  prostitutes 
and  johns  in  Chinatown,  last 
week  spurred  city  officials  to 
schedule  a  redress  meeting  for 
Oct.  22  at  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School. 

According  to  Marilyn  Lee- 
Tom,  Flynn’s  Asian  liaison, 
those  officials  who  were  expect¬ 
ed  to  meet  with  the  action  group 
included  herself,  Alex  Bledsoe 
of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Services,  Boston  Police 
Area  A  Commander  Deputy 
Superintendent  Ronald  Conway, 
and  representatives  from  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Author¬ 
ity  and  the  city’s  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission. 

Last  week,  Lee-Tom  ag^in 
stressed  the  complex  issues  that 
the  City  must  grapple  with  in 
airy  administrative  action  to 
move  or  eliminate  the  adult 
entertainment  district  —  a  zone 
with  residents  say  is  the  root  of 
the  prostitution  menace  in  Chi¬ 
natown. 

“It’s  a  long-term  process,” 
Lee-Tom  said,  referring  to  pos¬ 
sible  future  actions  by  the  Flynn 
Administration.  “But  as  far  as 
blocking  the  streets  or  changing 
Chinatown  traffic  patterns,  I 
think  I  can  put  the  pressure  on 
from  my  angle.” 

Beyond  City  Hall,  that  pres¬ 
sure  —  for  change  —  will 
probably  mount  in  the  next  few 
weeks. 

Along  with  preparations  for 
the  rally,  the  action  group  last 
weekend  also  organized  a  third 
watch  against  prostitution  in 
Chinatown. 

This  time,  the  patrol  included 
representatives  from  other  city 
neighborhoods,  making  it  the 
largest  watch  group  to  date. 
Several  City  Council  candidates 
were  also  among  the  27  people 
who  participated. 

Again,  the  patrol  was  armed 
with  video  equipment,  flash¬ 
lights  and  cameras  —  all  in  the 
continuing  effort  to  embarrass 


editor.  She  was  named  manag¬ 
ing  editor  on  Sept.  1,  1984. 

Gloria  Chun,  editor-in-chief 
and  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
14-year-old  nonpartisan,  non¬ 
profit  biweekly  publication,  said 
Lam  “has  done  an  exceptional 
job  of  managing  the  paper.” 

“Betty  has  been  sensitive  to 
the  community’s  needs  —  parti¬ 
cularly  to  the  needs  of  our 
Chinese  readers,”  Chun  said.

organized  by  the  Organization  of 
Chinese  Americans  and  the 
Massachusetts  Asian  American 
Forum,  Ho  said. 

The  Natick  Hilton  Inn  was 
chosen  as  the  site  for  the  dinner 
primarily  for  its  facilities  and  its 
availability  on  the  scheduled 
date. 

It  was  difficult  to  find  space 
for  an  event  as  large  as  the  unity 
dinner,  and  even  more  difficult 
to  find  the  suitable  date  to 
accommodate  two  politicians 
who  have  very  inflexible  sched¬ 
ules,  Ho  said. 

“We  don’t  want  to  make  it 
appear  that  it  will  be  incon¬ 
venient  for  Chinatown’s  peo¬ 
ple,’’  said  the  organizer.  “The 
dinner  is  for  all  Asian  American 
groups  of  this  region.”

johns  and  prostitutes  into  stay¬ 
ing  away  from  the  areas. 

The  effort  apparently  has 
worked  —  somewhat. 

Patrol  members  last  week 
reported  a  decline  in  the  number 
of  prostitutes  and  johns  fre¬ 
quenting  the  neighborhood  after 
the  first  two  stakeouts.  But  they 
also  said  the  drop  appeared  to 
have  been  temporary  and  that  it 
might  also  have  been  due  to  a 
recent,  unexpected  police 
sweep. 

Still,  the  effort  is  drawing 
praise  from  most  residents  and 
local  business  owners,  as  well  as 
several  interested  outsiders. 

Said  William  P.  Linehan,  City 
Council  candidate  for  District  2 
(Chinatown-South  Boston-South 
End)  :  “I  applaud  what  they 
(action  group  members)  have 
done  so  far....  Nobody  should 
have  to  live  with  that  kind  of 
trash  around.” 

(District  2  Councilor  James 
M.  Kelly  did  not  return  a  call 
from  The  SAMPAN  last  week.) 

Meanwhile,  in  a  related  mat¬ 
ter,  rally  organizers  at  the  Oct. 
15  meeting  scoffed  at  a  sugges¬ 
tion  that  the  mayor’s  newly 
formed  neighborhood  council  be 
the  vehicle  to  effect  an  agreeable 
solution  in  the  Combat  Zone 
issue.
